Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1947. 

The  statistics  here  submitted  seem  to  call  for  little  comment. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  District  is  still  good  and 
the  low  figure  for  diphtheria  cases  shows  the  value  of  immunisa- 
tion; and  it  is  estimated  that  85%  of  the  child  population  of  the 

District  has  been  protected  in  this  way.  Measles  and  Scarlet 
Fever,  however,  had  increased  incidence  during  this  year  and  a 
nationwide  epidemic  of  acute  polimyelitis  only  gave  rise  to  8 cases 
in  this  District,  which  is  particularly  gratifying. 

No  important  changes  in  administration  need  to  be  recorded 
and  as  stated  in  my  last  report  the  pressing  need  is,  of  course,  the 
provision  of  additional  houses,  which  is  constantly  receiving  your 
attention. 

I must  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  all  members  of 
your  Public  Health  Staff,  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  other 
Officials,  and  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  goodwill 
and  encouragement  in  my  endeavours.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  past  year  has  seen  very  little  progress  in  the  relaxation 
of  restrictions  for  providing  housing  accommodation  for  the  popu- 
lation, but  despite  this,  the  Council  have  proceeded  with  their 
housing  programme  by  acquiring  sites  and  the  erection  of  tradi- 
tional and  prefabricated  houses  and  the  conversion  of  former 
military  hutments. 

The  present  conditions  have  not  made  it  possible  to  increase 
the  work  of  repairs  to  the  many  houses  which  have  suffered  neglect 
for  the  past  ten  years,  in  fact  many  materials  for  house  repair,  have 
become  more  difficult,  and  much  patience  is  necessary  in  explain- 
ing to  tenants  the  reason  for  delay  in  abating  dampness  caused  by 
missing  spoutings,  defective  roofs,  etc. 

With  regard  to  milk  production  the  cattle  and  the  buildings, 
and  the  methods  of  production  are  receiving  strict  supervision,  but 
I think  a legal  standard  of  cleanliness  for  raw  milk  is  overdue. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
The  Clerk  to  the  Council,  his  deputy,  and  members  of  the 
Council’s  staff  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation,  and  also  to  the 
personnel  of  this  department  for  their  loyalty  and  co-operation.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SANITATION. 

In  my  report  for  1946  I drew  your  attention  to  the  inadequate 
and  inefficient  methods  of  purification  of  sewage  and  during  this 
year  I have  adopted  for  all  new  drainage,  not  connected  to  the 
public  sewer  or  where  connected  to  the  public  sewer  with  no  treat- 
ment, a septic  tank  and  filter  before  the  same  is  allowed  to  dis- 
charge into  the  dykes.  The  complaint  regarding  the  builders 
failing  to  notify  the  laying  of  new  drains  for  testing  has  been 
obviated  during  the  year  and  few  repeat  visits  were  needed.  The 
general  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  district  has  been  the  subject 
of  consideration  by  the  Council  and  as  you  are  all  aware,  schemes 
are  being  prepared  to  provide  efficient  disposal  and  treatment 
works. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Over  40  conversions  of  vaults  to  water  carriage  were  carried 
out  during  the  year.  The  cleansing  of  vaults  in  the  area  includ- 
ing Schools,  is  becoming  a serious  problem  despite  the  fact  that  the 
Council  have  provided  sanitary  carts  in  various  townships  for  the 
use  of  the  inhabitants,  but  the  question  of  obtaining  contractors  for 
this  work  is  indeed  a problem.  I am  of  the  opinion  that  serious 
consideration  must  be  given  by  the  Council  at  an  early  date  to  the 
purchase  of  a cesspool  emptier  to  deal  with  this  work. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

This  work  has  proceeded  throughout  the  year  without  serious 
complaint  and  I have  ceased  to  use  a number  of  the  village  dumps, 
so  centralising  tipping  which  can  be  properly  attended  to  by  the 
Council’s  employees.  As  I mentioned  in  my  last  year’s  report  the 
question  of  a central  depot  is  greater  today  than  ever  before,  and 
steps  should  be  taken  to  obtain  a site  for  the  erection  of  a garage, 
workshop  and  store  sheds. 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  at 
Billinghay,  Heckington  and  Ruskington. 

During  the  year  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials  realised  the  sum 

of  over  £300. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  of  schools  has  been  the  subject 
of  a number  of  conferences  between  the  County  Education 
Authorities  and  myself.  The  Education  Committee  asked  me  to 
prepare  a scheme  for  the  emptying  of  the  vault  and  pail  type 
closets,  but  owing  to  labour  difficulties  and  lack  of  suitable  vehicles, 
it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  put  the  scheme  into  operation. 

A complete  inspection  of  ail  the  schools  in  the  area  was  carried 
out  by  this  department  and  the  County  Health  Inspector’s  atten- 
tion drawn  to  all  existing  defects. 
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MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER. 

A great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  under  this  heading  during 
the  year  in  bringing  cowsheds  up  to  date.  All  new  entrants  to  the 
trade  are  being  encouraged  to  start  with  good  buildings  and  the 
improvements  carried  out  have  been  encouraging.

Several  defects  or  contraventions  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  owners  and  occupiers,  were  remedied. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  bakehouses  in  the  area  have  been  regularly  inspected  and 
in  only  two  cases  were  there  any  cause  for  complaint,  and  these 
were  rectified  after  my  first  visit.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  in 
the  bakehouses  in  this  area  is  indeed  very  high  considering  the 
type  of  buildings  used.  In  no  case  was  any  warning  necessary  for 
dirty  or  filthy  utensils.  Several  structural  improvements  have  been 
effected  as  a result  of  advice  given. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

A small  amount  of  trouble,  at  the  only  knacker's  yard  regis- 
tered in  the  area,  through  infestation  of  rats  was  experienced  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  after  the  making  of  representations  to  the  owner 
and  the  occupier,  this  was  abated. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  a number  of  camping  sites  in  the  area  which  are 
used  under  licence,  but  the  necessity  of  camping  sites  in  this  area 
cannot  be  supported. 


RAG  FLOCK  ACTS. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  requiring  attention  under 
these  Acts. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  is  no  slaughtering  in  this  District  now  with  the  excep- 
tion of  cottagers’  pigs  for  human  consumption  but  these  are  notified 
and  during  the  year  621  carcases  were  inspected. 

During  the  year  many  articles  of  foodstuffs  were  inspected  at 
the  request  of  various  retailers  and  the  summary  below  gives  details 
of  the  amounts  dealt  with  as  unfit:  —

CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

During  the  year  24  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  and  sent 
for  analysis.  In  a number  of  instances  bacteriological  examina- 
tion has  not  proved  satisfactory  and  the  matter  has  been  referred 
to  your  Water  Engineer  for  action,  but  the  purity  of  the  water 
supply  is  a very  important  matter  and  samples  will  still  be  taken 
from  all  water  supplies  irv  the  area  at  regular  intervals  and  reports 
submitted  to  you. 

DISINFESTATION  OF  PREMISES. 

During  the  year  two  Council  Houses  and  four  private  houses 
have  been  disinfested  for  fleas  ancj,  bugs.  The  method  used  was 
D.D.T.  solution  and  Zaldecide  and  in  only  one  instance  was  a 
repeat  visit  necessary.  Several  houses  were  found  to  be  seriously 
infested  with  cockroaches  and  a portion  of  the  floors  were  raised 
and  the  houses  treated  on  three  occasions  before  these  pests  were 
eliminated. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 

This  work  is  relatively  easy  as  most  of  the  shops  in  the  District 
are  one-man  or  family  businesses.  No  action  was  deemed  necessary 

during  the  year. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Rodent  Officer  appointed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  all  the  refuse  tips  in  the  area  have  been  treated. 
Several  large  kills  were  reported  from  Ruskington  Tip.  On  the 
whole,  rat  infestation  of  the  District  is  being  kept  under  control  and 
there  is  no  need  for  any  alarm  in  the  increase  of  these  rodents. 


OUTWORKERS’  PREMISES. 

No  notifications  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  regarding  premises  used  for  outworkers. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  this  Section  during  the  year. 

CANAL  BOATS. 

No  canal  boats  are  registered  with  this  Authority  and  there- 
fore no  action  was  necessary. 

HOUSING. 

The  housing  situation  in  the  district  since  my  last  report  has 
improved  slightly  with  the  erection  of  38  traditional  houses,  60 
prefabricated  bungalows  and  the  conversion  of  34  ex-Royal  Air 
Force  hutments  at  Martin  Moor.  25  houses  were  also  built  by  pri- 
vate enterprise  and  the  Council  are  still  progressing  with  schemes 
to  provide  accommodation  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  district.  The 
labour  situation  has  not  improved  materially  and  in  many  cases 
labour  is  employed  for  improvements  to  farm  buildings,  where  in 
my  opinion  it  would  have  been  better  employed  on  the  repair  of 
houses  for  the  population.  As  I mentioned  in  my  last  Annual 
Report  the  rents  of  many  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  ridicu- 
lously low,  and  in  all  fairness  to  both  the  tenant  and  the  landlord 
I cannot  see  when  we  deal  with  these  houses  under  the  Housing 
Acts  how  major  repairs  and  reconstruction  can  be  carried  out  at 
reasonable  cost  and  as  an  economic  proposition  for  the  owners. 

The  progress  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  has  been  satisfac- 
tory in  view  of  the  large  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  the 
department,  but  the  question  of  this  survey  and  the  classification 
of  these  houses,  especially  when  the  shortage  of  labour  and 
materials  are  so  acute,  is  in  my  opinion,  premature  because  when 
these  houses  have  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts,  inspec- 
tions will  again  have  to  be  made  to  check  and  verify  the  details. 
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REGISTRATION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

There  are  seven  fish  friers  and  eleven  ice  cream  vendors  in  the 
area.  These  "businesses  are  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner  and 
no  complaint  could  be  found  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  methods  used 
to  ensure  that  the  food  was  handled  in  a hygienic  manner.  Struc- 
tural alterations  have  been  carried  out  to  a number  of  premises  to 
bring  them  up  to  a higher  standard.  There  is  only  one  large  food 
manufacturing  premises  in  the  area  which  is  situate  at  Ruskington, 
and  the  only  remarks  that  can  be  passed  here  is  that  this  factory 
and  the  methods  used  are  models  in  cleanliness  and  hygienic  pre- 
paration of  food,  and  the  comfort  of  the  employees  appears  to  be 
well  looked  after  by  the  management.  At  a number  of  places  in 
the  area,  pickling  and  bottling  of  vegetables  is  carried  out  in  home 
factories,  and  by  Public  Notice  persons  concerned  have  been  in- 
structed to  comply  with  registration  requirements.  Ice  Cream 
vendors  in  the  area  are  complying  with  the  Heat  Treatment  Regu- 
lations by  using  a complete  cold  mix  or  selling  prepacked  ice 
cream.  Several  vendors  have  placed  orders  for  heat  treatment 
equipment. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES,  RESTAURANT  AND  CATERING 
ESTABLISHMENTS. 

Inspections  have  been  made  at  a large  number  of  licensed 
premises  and  catering  establishments  in  the  area.  In  the  licensed 
premises,  the  sanitary  accommodation  in  a large  number  of  cases 
is  of  primitive  arrangement  and  a schedule  of  proposed  reconstruc- 
tion of  same  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  owners  of  the 
various  premises  concerned.  No  action  was  necessary  in  dealing 
with  establishments  used  for  catering  in  the  District,  and  informal 
requests  for  improvement  were  complied  with  without  recourse  to 
statutory  action.  In  the  case  of  the  licensed  houses,  the  brewery 
companies  will  carry  out  improvements  recommended,  as  soon  as 
building  licences  can  be  obtained. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Ten  informal  notices  were  served  re  defective  structures  under 
the  Factories  and  Workshops  Acts  and  were  complied  with.  Four 
notices  for  cleansing  of  sanitary  conveniences  were  served  and  no 
further  action  was  necessary  on  same.  In  a number  of  cases  no 
abstract  of  the  Factories  and  Workshops  Act  were  displayed  and 
attention  of  the  proprietors  was  drawn  to  this  and  compliance  was 
observed. 

RIVERS  POLLUTION. 

A number  of  cases  of  Rivers  Pollution  occurred  during  the 
year  and  the  same  was  dealt  with  in  conjunction  with  the  County 
Health  Inspector  who  served  Notices  under  the  Rivers  Pollution 

Act. 
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PUBLIC  VEHICLES. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  this  heading  — 
several  operators  treat  their  vehicles  with  D.D.T.  at  frequent 
intervals.  ■ 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that,  with  the  exception  of  an  outbreak 
of  measles,  during  the  year,  this  District  was  fairly  free  from 
Infectious  Diseases.  All  cases  reported  were  investigated  and  the 
houses  disinfected.
